the Toupee Worthies of Tom's^ Dick's, and White\ tl>at 
compofe the other Part of your Audience, receive in- 
cxpreflible Satisfadion and Tranfpbrt, at behold- 
ing your Worfliip transformed into an Afs or an Old 
IFbman^ and your Tables and Chairs, into Wheel-bar- 
xows, and Coblers Stalls. 

Then as to the Fair Sex, Sir, you are not unknow- 
ing in what tends to their Recreation. You deem, we 
conjefture, one Moiety of *em to be very civil Gen- 
tlewomen, and no better than they Should he ; The other to 
be ill-natur'd Prudes, becaufe they are forc'd to be better 
than thtfy Would be^ and confequently that to hit the 
Taftes of the Whole, there muft be an equal Quantity 
of Obfcenity, and Scandal. 

Nay, unfpeakable is the Service you have done the 
Publick' in this refpefl: ; for whereas, to the foul Dif- 
couragement of Wit and Humour among us, our Wo- 
men were in paft Days fo Iqueamilhly delicate, that 
a pleaiant Hint, or waggifh Jell would have frightened 
'em out of a Room ; they are now (thanks to your 
Inftrudions, Sir) as impenetrable Proof againft any 
thing that tends to put them out of Countenance, and 
altogether as incapable of the Weaknefs of a Blulh, 
as neydigj^ery or even Henly^ himfelf. 

They can, with manifeft Eafe, and Tranquility, fit out 
ttije mofi: lafcivious Epilogue, or Farce \ and not ihew

the leaft Difcompofure, or Emotion, when the molt 

ftgntficant Geftures are reprefentcd in a Dance 

Aftonifhing Pbilofopby ! What fufficent Retaliation 
can we Fathers and Hufbands make that worthy Per- 
fon, who has been the happy Inftrument of fo power- 
fully correding the vicious Inclinations of our Wives 
and Daughters, rliat they are not to be moved by any 
thing that can be faid to them. This indeed is the 
great Defign, the ultimate End of all Dramatick Wri- 
tings, fo to mould and temper the Paflions, as to 
purge and refine *em, by the very means they are 
excited: And the Atchievcment of this glorious Work, 
is your lawdable Aim in all your Performances. You 
profoundly judge, that one Poifon is beft expelM by an- 
other -, that Incontinency is moft effeftually cur*d by more 
Incontinency, like heaping on Fewel to put out the Fire v 
and that the Reprefcntation of Lewdnefs, is the moft pow^ 
crful Rcftraint from the Pradice of it ; agrcable to the 
Maxim of thofe wife Heathens who made their Slaves 
dntnk, to (hew their Sons the Deformity of the Vice. 

In fine. Sir, it may be very emphatically affirmed 
of you, that you know the World, You have a com- 
mcnfurate Idea of the Length, Depth, and Breadth of 
all the Choice Spirits and Fine Geniuses of the Age. 
You are convinced by happy Experience, that the Plea- 
furcs and Diverfions which the prefent Race of Mortals 
are moft food of, are fuch as do the moft efFeclually 
impofe both on their Senfes and Underftandings ; and 
that the utmoft fatisfaftion they . receive, is from being* 
vifibly play'd the Fool with. That their Judgments 
have got the Palfy^ and their Imaginations the St. Vi- 
tush Dance. The firft, benumb'd, infenfible, and un- 
adlive ; the latt, convuls'd, ridiculous, and unnatural j 
and, like a true ^ack^ you continue to apply yino^ 
4ynes to thofe, and Volatiles to thefe. 

You are a thorough Mafterj^Sir^ of the great and Lu- 

'^crative 
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crative Art of Delufion^ and every thing i$ taken fer 
Sterling that but goe$ through your Hands. You can 
make Profanefs pafs for Wit, and Obfcenity for polite 
Converfation 5 Scolding for Rallery, and Hedoring for 
Courage, a Fool's Coat for pure Humour, and a 
Tweak by the Nofe, or a Box o'the Ear for keen V^t- 
partee. The prefcnt Sett of Criticks who prefide in 
the Theatres, and call tbemfclves the Town, arc 
Gentlemen, you well know, of fuch curious Conftitu- 
tions, as can by no Means undergo the Drudgery of 
Thinking; To their Tafte therefore do you prudent- 
ly projefl: to reduce your Produftions. To apply to 
their Judgement you cannot, for you are convinc*d 
they have none; and to accoft their Senfes in a na- 
tural Way, would be likewife Impolitick, for thofe 
being a Sort of Inlets, or Sink-holes to the Underfland- 
j^, (which in thefe Gentlemien I look on to be a 
kind of Common Sewer) it would be only difturbing 
the Puddle^ to befpattcr your fclf. Well-judg'd there- 
fore is it of you. Sir, to endeavour to engage *em by 
fuch Diverfions, as were never before feen, heard, or 
conceived ; and never can be judg*d of or under ftood.
